The display could include window 
drapings of the same material as the 
which should preferably be 
in a cheerful floral print, or drapings 
of a plain coloured fabric picking out 
the colour in the background of the 
print.

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PRACTICAL PLANS FOR CAPTURING THE 


Young Bride’s 


Furnishing 
Order 


O encourage the sale of furnish- 
ings to newlyweds, American 
furnishers are holding special 

“ Wooing the Bride” weeks. These 
weeks are usually held in the summer 
months when business is rather slack 
aad weddings are more numerous. 

A recent survey in the United States 
reports that purchases by newlyweds 
account for about 60 per cent of all 
home furnishing sales each year. 
And with this large percentage of 
custoiners in mind the furnishing re- 
tailers are going all out to prove that, 
although the bride's “ best friend” is 
her mother, the store can be a good 
runner-up. 

Innumerable things can be done to 
make a wedding an effective starting- 
off point for a _ sales promotion 
scheme. 

The opportunity for business is 
two-fold. You must cater for:

They range from scenes at the 
altar, and at the reception table, to 
exhibits co-ordinating furniture, 
draperies, floorcoverings, lamps, sil- 
ver and chinaware. Giving a “ basic 
recipe for happy homemaking” in 
one window, Hudson's suggest “ one 
clever bride, two or three visits to the 
Interior Decorating Bureau for a 
brinful of smart ideas, plus a few 
pinches of interesting colours.” 

These window displays are tied up 
with extensive displays throughout 
the store giving particular attention 
to the merchandise on sale in each 
department.

During the week Hudsons intro- 
duce consultation departments offer- 
ing special services. The Home 
Flanning Centre not only offers 
assistance in working out details for 
furnishing the new home, but also 
provides information regarding estate 
ugencies in the district. The Interior 
Decorating Studios are available for 
immediate advice and suggestions. In 
addition to presenting two cooking 
classes, the Home Advisory Bureau 
answers many questions on cooking 
and housekeeping problems and also 
distributes a booklet with recipes, 
table setting advice and cookery hints. 

As well as these helpful bureaus 
there are consultants on _ personal 
shopping, dressmaking, stationery en- 
graving, wedding etiquette and a travel 
service.

In the background there was an 
announcement that “ They were very 
happy having purchased their furni- 
ture from Farmers.” 

Mr. R. J. Childs, managing direc- 
tor of Farmers, who was responsible 
for the window, has very definite 
views on display. He believes that a 
window must hold something “alive,” 
and that “catching-the-eyé” wins 
half the battle of salesmanship. 

Mr. Childs made a close study of 
public reaction to his display. He 
noticed that quite nine out of every 
ten women stopped and looked, but 
there were fewer who made a close 
inspection of the type of furniture 
being shown. The bride’s “ make- 
up” and the appetising look of the 
cake were both invariably com- 
mented upon. But the lack of fur- 
nishing talk did not perturb Mr. 
Childs. “There will always be 
customers who will trouble to look 
at the class of furniture put on view.
